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anti-poverty program to do the 
maintenance job - he noted that 
the government would pay the 
whole cost under the program. 

Assignments have been made to 
committees for the coming year. 
The Advisory Zoning Committee, 
chaired by Leo Gerton, has eleven 
members; Land Committee, chaired 
by Roy K. Davis, has thirteen 
members; Standards and Improve¬ 
ments Committee has thirteen 
members; Member Relations Com¬ 
mittee, chaired by Elizabeth Allen, 
has eight members;' Finance Com¬ 
mittee chaired by John O’Reilly 
has seven members. The Personnel, 
Newsletter, and GHI-City Coor¬ 
dinating Committee, chaired by Nat 
Shinderman, Gerald Gough, and 
Edward Burgoon respectively, have 
two or three members each. 

Manager Breashears mentioned 
that a hearing on GUI’s appeal of 
the county real estate tax assess¬ 
ment will be held before the Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners on Oct. 8, at 
11:15 a.m. The public is welcome. 


GHI Expresses Adverse Reaction 
To the City’s Special Assessment

Board members of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI), voiced some 
displeasure Thursday night, about the $9,950 special assessment 
levied on GHI by the outgoing city council for the Greenhill - Hill¬ 
side cut-through. Some resident reaction also manifested itself 
in a sharp letter directed to the board by Mr. Sam Cornelius, 
warning that he might initate a taxpayer’s suit to oppose the 
“crazy” assessment. 

Director John O’Reilly reiterated 
his opinion, expressed at the coun¬ 
cil hearing, that the 100% assess¬ 
ment was wrong in principle be¬ 
cause the purpose of the road was 
primarily to join two parts of the 
community, not to give GHI access 
to its property. He advocated a 
member petition to have the ordi¬ 
nance repealed. Chairman Charles 
Schwan noted that the board had 
previously decided to accept the 
assessment provided the city 
adopted a uniform policy in all 
such cases. There was then some 
discussion as to whether the out¬ 
going city council had actually 
done this. Director Norman Weyel 
pointed out also that the incoming 
council had the authority to amend 
the ordinance. Director Nat Shin- 
derman, at Schwan’s suggestion, 
moved to defer the matter until 
after the first meeting of the new 
council; the motion passed against 
O’Reilly's opposition. 

Lot Line Survey 

In other business, Manager 
Breashears brought up a question 
of whether the engineering firm of 
Green borne and O’Mara should be 
hired to survey lot lines from the 
air at a cost of about $10,000. 

OTteilly and Shinderman advocated 
that GHI staff could do most of 
the task, except for problem cases; 

Shinderman in particular suggested 
that the job could be done step by 
step as houses were sold. He com¬ 
mented that decisions of this kind 
(assigning lot lines) were arbitrary 
by nature, whether made by an en¬ 
gineering firm or by GHI. This 
approach was deemed preferable 
by the board, the directors general¬ 
ly being of the opinion that the 
expense of hiring the firm was too 
great The manager was according¬ 
ly requested to prepare a policy 
statement for consideration at the 
next meeting. 

In a related matter, Seymour 
Kaplan of the Audit Committee ex¬ 
pressed concern about access for 
fire engines in GHI areas - some 
flrelanes appear to be blocked at 
present Schwan asked the manager 
to make a report on which areas 
were blocked, and to find out the 
Fire Department's access require¬ 
ments. 

Maintenance of open areas in 
Greenbelt (weedcutting, etc.) has 
been an undecided problem between 
GHI and the city for a long time, 
both parties declining to assume 
responsibility in various areas. 

Director Stephen Polaschik sug¬ 
gested arranging to divide the work. 

Breashears was asked to provide 
outlines of the areas of contention. 

Kaplan, from the floor, urged 
Polaschik and Breashears to con¬ 
sider hiring young people in the

Other concrete work around the 
city includes: a new sidewalk 
alongside the swimming pool, lead¬ 
ing to the Youth Center; new side¬ 
walks in the underpass near Hill¬ 
side Rd.; new curbing outside the 
Municipal Building and near 62 
Ridge; and two squares of new 
sidewalk near the Community 
Church, for which the church has 
agreed to make payment. 


Piiski Wins Rnn-off by 1 Vote 
Heavy Tnrnont in Close Reee 

In a race that couldn’t have been closer, Richard R. Piiski 
eked out a one-vote victory over incumbent councilman Clifford 
Simonson in last Tuesday’s run-off election. The vote was 570 
to 569. 

The final tally was not settled until the 11 absentee ballots 
were counted. At the end of the machine count, the vote favored 
Piiski, 567 to 561. 


New Council Meets Monday 

The organizing meeting of the 
newly elected City Council will be 
held next Monday evening, October 
4, at 7:30 p.m. in the Council 
Chamber. No regular agenda is 
planned. Instead all new council- 
men will be sworn in by the former 
mayor, Edgar Smith. Following the 
swearing-in ceremony, the council 
will elect their new mayor. 

The new mayor himself will be 
sworn in by W. Waverly Webb, 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, or by 
someone from his office. 

The first regular business of the 
new Council is expected to be pre¬ 
sented at the next scheduled meet¬ 
ing, on October 18. If there is 
business of a nature too urgent to 
be delayed until that time, a special 
meeting can be called sooner. 


Admidst a hushed audience, the 
absentee ballots were opened. 
Simonson received six of the first 
seven votes to draw within one 
vote of Piiski. Then Piiski picked 
up 2 votes to emerge victorious. 

Piiski now joins Edgar Smith, 
Francis White, David Champion, 
and William Hoff, who won coun¬ 
cil seats in last week’s election as 
the result of securing an absolute 
majority. The run-off was caused 
by the failure of either Simonson or 
Piiski to get a majority. 

The new council will hold an 
organizational meeting on Monday, 
October 4, at which time the new 
mayor will be elected. Although the 
charter is silent on this point, 
there has been a tradition in the 
past of choosing the top vote- 
getter as mayor. Smith was high 
man in last week’s election by 278 
votes over runner-up White.
